The lands in 
question consist of two lots in Brnoklj n.now 
valued at §10.000, which, in 1848, Chas. Smith 
conveyed iu foe to Archbishop Hughes for the 
sum of §1600.

Church, of which Smith was the pastor, and 
tho defendant, Laughlin, who is the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Brooklyn, is now in possess- 
ion of tho property as tenant.
